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Women on the Farm. 


A writer in Farm and Fireside deals with the question of 


women as farmers, and to show how they sometimes excel 
the men in managing farms or various branches of farm work 
he cites the case of a'young woman^ho went into the poultry 
business and made a greater succesS'of it than did her father 
with his farm.' Figures are given—it isn't much of a discus- 
sion nowadays that is not loaded with figures—to show how 
the.young woman piled up profits'in the hen.business while 
her father ran behind in his farming operations, 


-It is an old saying, and one thai was never disproved, that 


figures can be made to prove almost .anything, consequently 
the case of the young woman -who made more profit from her 
hens than her father was able to make from his htm falls far 
short of proving that women are better qualified for farming- 
operations than men. Some women and some men succeed 
in everything they undertake, while many men and women 
make a failure of any business they attempt to do, from run- 
ning a millinery shop to the operation of a farm or a factory. 


But women have a place on the farm, altogether aside from 


its management, and to their credit • bfr.il••said that they till it 
well. The wife of the average American farmer is a woman 
of resources. She is not only a competent mistress of the 
house with its manifold duties, which cannot be compre- 
hended by those not familiar with life on the farm, but is able 
to lend a hand at work which lies outside of the house and the 
kitchen. Since the introduction of farm machinery it is not a 
all uncommon1 .for farmers' wives and daughters to "man" (he 
hay tedder and the horserakc in case of a pi*ich, and shortage 
of "help in the harvesting' season are very common in these 
later years, when the effort to avoid farm labor is becoming 
more and more pronounced. 


And so while women ;jre not only useful, but indispensable 


on the farm, there is no reason to expect or to desire that th 
time will ever come when they will be in charge of the agr 
cultural activities of the country. Here and there a woma 
may achieve success in poultry or fruit raising. Many hav 
done this, yet the fact remains thai the place for the woma 
on the farm is by the side of her husband or under the direc 
tion of her father. 
By filling her place properly in her own 


sphere .woman does more for the farmer and his calling than 
is possible in any other way.

Hare, Owl and Fox Meet Death In 


What Stems to Have Been Their 


ApdblnUd Turn' In the Bleak 


North of Canada. 


It was on tho edgo of a hi* "burn" 


that we came upon the first chapter 
of that mornlnj'a story, written In the 
freshly fallen snow. We were In the 
heart of the Canadian wilderness, and 
our trap line1 (along which we had 
set CO traps, several deadfalls and u 
dozen poison balU) ran for IB miles 
through 
thick swamps, where wo 


balled for lynx, the fisher cat, mink, 
ermine, and over strips of "barren" 
arid tho frozen surfaces 
of 
lakes, 


where we dropped out strychnine cap 
sules rolled In deer fat, In tho hope 
of capturing a wolf or a fox. 
Wo 


had scarcely left our cabin when my 
comrade of that winter In the forests, 
who wore short skirts, snowshoes. 
and her hair In a long braldj directed 
my attention to the tracks a Httla 
distance fro'm the Hue of our trail. 
A big, white hare had started across 
the "burn" shortly after tho snow had 
ceased falling the previous night, and 
a fox had taken up his trail. 


We always gave up our plans for 


nn hour or a day to pursue these 
"stories written In the snow," so wo 
followed. 
It was a short story, re- 


minding me In its completeness and 
tragedy of one of Guy de Maupas- 
sant's masterpieces. The hare, prob- 
ably with tlie approach of dawn, was 
making his way across the quarter- 
mile open to the opposite timbers, 
and tho fox was after his breakfast. 
There was no haste on the part of 
the fox. His footprints were close 
together and the end of his brush had 
trailed a smooth groove in the snow 
behind him.' Cunningly he was giv- 
ing his prey plenty of time in which 
to snuggle In some warm cover for 
the day. 


But In the edge of the 
farther 


swamp another character was waiting 
to take a part in the nature drama. 
A big white owl saw the hare—waited 
—floated silently up into the gray 
gloom of the dawn, and then de- 
scended like a shot upon Its unsus- 
pecting victim. 
It. was an easy vic- 


tory. 
And the feast was half over 


when ''the fox saw movement In the 
snow ahead nnd slipped up as quietly 
as the owl had dropped from out of 
the sky. 


The whole story was there when 


we came up. Words could not have 
told It as It was written In the bloody 
snow. 
The. hare had died easiest; 


but the owl had fought. Its big head 
lay a1 dozen feet from its crushed and 
torn carcass, from which half of the 
breast had: been eaten. 
All of tho 


liare was gsne hut Its head and feet 
and 
fur. 
After the fight and the 


feast the fox had continued on into 
the swamp. 
The day after this wo 


found a poison bait missing from a 
snow pyramid, we had built in the 
middle of a small lake. We followed 
the tracks and found a ded fox half a 
mile away. The la'dy insists this was 
the real ending of that story In the 
show.—James OHver Cunvood, in Les-
